Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD FULCHER 
District Agriculturist 


Horns on feeder cattle have no 
value; in the feed lot they often 
cause uneasiness for the more tim- 
id feeders; in transit they can 
Cause injury and in marketing they 
will be discounted. Getting rid of 
these horns is a good management 
practice and should be practised 
by all livestock men. 

The best time to dehorn is before 
two months of age, using caustic 
soda, caustic potash - dehorning 
Paste, or it may be done at brand- 
ing time with spoons or tubes. 
However, in many cases this is not 
done due to various reasons. 

Most calves are now four to six 
months of age and if they have 
horns it is wise to remove them be- 
fore weaning, allowing for complete 
healing before the calf leaves the 
cow. There are a number of meth- 
ods which can be used, the saw, 
gouger or clipper dehorners. Each 
has some advantages and some dis- 
advantages: the dehorners are fast- 
er While the saw will cause less 
bleeding, 

Early fall dehorning 
advantages. It may be 
mentioned above when the calf is 
on the cow, and it is usually much 
better weather. There is often a 
few days of bad harvesting weather
